To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  City  Char- 
ter, and  an  Ordinance  of  the  Corporation,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Finances 
of  the  City,  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1847,  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

SINKING  FUND  FOR  THE  REDEMPTION  OF  THE  CITY  DEBT. 

The  receipts  of  the  F und  within  the  year,  including  the  balance  in  bank 
at  the  commencement  thereof,  amounted  to  $511,779  88,  of  which 
$100,613  37  were  derived  from  interest  on  stocks  and  bonds  of  the  City, 
held  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  $109,000  from  the  sales 
of  real  estate  and  collections  on  bonds  and  mortgages,  and  $209,613  37,  from 
annual  revenues  appropriated  to  the  fund.  The  remaining  sum  of  $85,770  60, 
being  the  balance  in  the  Treasury  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1847. 

The  payments  and  investments  during  the  same  period,  amounted  to 
$495,422  54,  of  which,  $375,000  00,  were  invested  in  stocks  and  bonds  of 
the  City,  bearing  interest  at  5 and  6 per  cent. ; $120,305  00  were  paid  for 
the  redemption  of  “ Seven  per  cent.  Water  Loan,”  issued  in  1842,  and 
maturing  within  the  year;  and  $117,54  were  paid  for  expenses  connected 
with  the  sales  of  real  estate,  the  balance  in  bank,  January  1st,  1848, 
uninvested,  amounted  to  $16,357  34. 

The  total  investments  of  the  Sinking  Fund  in  the  Stocks  and  Bonds  of 
the  City,  amounted  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1848, 

to $2,469,592  00

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In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Commissioners  hold  bonds  and  mortgages, 
and  real  estate  belonging  to  the  “ Fire  Loan  Account,**  amounting  to 
$370,787  20,  exclusive  of  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  City,  and  of  the 
public  Wharves  and  Piers.^ 

CITI  DEBT  REDEEMABLE  FROM  THE  SINKING  FUND. 

The  total  Debt  redeemable  from  the  Sinking  Fund,  amounted,  on  the  1st 
day  of  January,  1847,  to  $14,580,194  00  ; a further  issue  of  Croton  Water 
Stock,  to  the  amount  of  $100,000  00,  was  made  during  the  year,  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  High  Bridge  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct,  and  there  was  paid 
within  the  said  period  upon  the  Debt,  “ Seven  per  cent.  Water  Loan,’* 
amounting  to  $120,305  00  ; and  6 per  cent.  Temporary  Water  Loan,  to  the 
amount  of  $8,106  00  ; making  together  $128,411  00,  or  an  excess  of  pay- 
ment over  loans  on  account  of  Debt,  of  $28,411  00. 

The  total  of  Debt  from  Stocks  issued,  and  redeemable  from  the  Sinking 
Fund,  amounted  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1848,  to  $14,551,783  00;  the 
investments  made  by  the  Commissioners  to  be  applied  towards  its  redemp- 
tion, including  Cash  in  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Fund,  amounted  at  the 
same  date,  to  $2,541,432  24.

There  is  authority  for  a further  issue  of  “ Croton  Water  Stock,”  to  the 
amount  of  $115,000  00,  for  the  completion  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct. 

The  Net  Debt  will  not,  however,  be  augmented  by  such  issue,  as  the  in- 
terest alone  upon  the  investments  of  the  Sinking  F und,  will  exceed  during 
the  present  year  such  amount,  and  the  additional  receipts  arising  from  the 
annual  revenues  appropriated  by  Law  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  from  sales 
of  Real  Estate,  will  exceed,  during  the  same  period,  $200,000  00. 

FUNDED  DEBT  OF  THE  CIT¥  REDEEMABLE  FROM  TAXATION'. 

This  Debt  amounted  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1848,  to  $300,000  00, 
it  is  payable  in  annual  instalments  of  $50,000  00,  levied  in  the  Tax  of 
each  year,  one  instalment  of  which  consists  of  the  balance  of  the  “ Float- 
ing Debt  Stock,”  contracted  prior  to  and  funded  in  1840,  this  instalment 
was  raised  in  the  tax  of  1847,  and  is  payable  1st  day  of  February  next. 

The  residue,  amounting  to  $250,000  00  was  funded  for  the  erection  of 
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New  Alms  House  Buildings,  and  the  construction  of  an  Iron  Fence  around 
Stuyvesant  Square  ; and  is  denominated  “ Building  Loan  Stock,  No.  2 
$150,000  00  was  authorized  by  the  act  of  May  13th,  1845,  and  the  remain- 
der by  the  act  of  May  13th,  1846.  There  is  authority  under  the  latter  act  to 
make  a further  loan  of  $150,000  00,  for  the  same  object ; but  if  the  main 
building  at  Bellevue  be  retained,  as  is  contemplated  by  the  City  authorities, 
as  a Hospital  for  the  sick  poor,  $75,000  00  will  be  sufficient.  The  last 
instalment  of  the  Debt  already  incurred,  is  payable  in  1853.

SINKING  FUND  FOB  THE  PAYMENT  OF  INTEREST  ON  THE  CITY  DEBT. 

This  fund  is  established  for  the  payment  of  the  “ interest”  accruing  upon 
all  the  City  Stocks  except  the  “Fire  Loan  Stock.”  It  has  certain  annual 
revenues  appropriated  to  it  by  law ; the  deficiency  is  supplied  by  funds 
derivable  from  taxation. 

The  total  means  of  the  Fund  during  the  year  amounted  to  $807,091  21, 
of  which  $471,668  41  were  derived  from  revenues,  $35,422  80  was  the. 
balance  in  bank  January  1st,  1847,  and  $300,000  00  were  raised  by  tax. 

The  payments  on  account  of  interest  on  City  Stocks,  during  the  same 
period,  amounted  to  $765,417  25 ; leaving  a balance  in  bank  to  the  credit  of 
the  Fund,  January  1st,  1848,  of  $41,673  96. 

INTEREST  ON  FIRE  LOAN. 

This  is  a Sinking  Fund  account,  kept  specially  with  reference  to  the  inter- 
est on  “Fire  Loan  Stock.”  The  revenue  of  the  fund  consists  of  interests 
on  bonds  and  mortgages  taken  from  Insurance  Companies,  rendered  de~ 
funct  by  the  Great  Fire  in  1835,  and  for  which  the  “ Fire  Loan  Stock”  was 
issued,  and  of  rents  of  property  bought  in  on  foreclosure  of  such  mortgages. 

The  total  means  of  this  Fund  for  the  year  1847,  were  $47,391  28  ; the 
payments  for  interest  on  the  “Fire  Loan  Stock”  and  repairs  to  property 
belonging  to  the  Fire  Loan  Fund,  amounted  to  $25,104  52;  leaving  a 
balance  in  bank  to  the  credit  of  the  F und,  January  1st,  1848,  of  $22,286  76. 

TREASURY. 

The  Treasury  embraces  all  the  various  Funds  paid  out  upon  Comp- 
troller’s Warrants.  It  includes  all  receipts  and  expenditures  appertaining 
to  the  City  Government,  to  Common  Schools,  State  Tax,  sums  negotiated 
upon  City  Loans  and  Stocks,  and  all  monies  appertaining  to  assessments  in 
Regulating  and  Paving  Streets,  Opening  Streets,  building  Sewers,  and 
Wells,  and  Pumps,  which  are  denominated  “ Trust  Accounts the 
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money  being  paid  to  the  contractor  as  it  is  collected  on  the  assessment  and 
received  into  the  Treasury. 

The  total  means  of  the  City  Treasury,  during  the  year,  were  $5,666,682  65 ; 
the  payments  on  Comptroller’s  Warrants  were  $5,575,340  65  ; leaving  a 
balance  in  the  Treasury  of  $91,342  00;  from  which  deduct  outstanding 
warrants,  amounting,  on  the  1st  January,  1848,  to  $47,790  16,  and  it  leaves 
a net  balance  of  $43,551  84. 

TRUST  ACCOUNTS. 

On  Assessments  or  Trust  Accounts,  the  receipts,  during  the  past  year, 
amounted  to  $407,211  77,  and  the  payments  to  $420,148  82 ; the  excess, 
amounting  to  $12,939  51,  was  advanced  from  Taxable  Funds  in  Treasury. 
There  was  also  due  from  “ Trust  Accounts”  to  Taxable  Funds  during  the 
preceding  year,  $11,473  02  ; making  together,  $24,412  53.  These  advances 
were  made  principally  on  account  of  “ Streets  Opening,”  in  which  the 
awards  are  paid  before  the  assessments  are  fully  collected,  when  realized 
they  will  reimburse  the  fund  from  which  they  were  paid. 

FUND  FOR  ALMS  HOUSE  BUILDINGS,  AND  IRON  FENCE  AROUND  STUYVE- 

SANT  SQUARE. 

There  was  received  into  the  Treasury  from  the  sale  of  $100,000  00  worth 
of  “ Building  Loan  Stock  No.  2,”  bearing  interest  at  6 per  cent.,  and  payable 
in  two  annual  instalments,  in  1852  and  1853,  $101,060  00  ; which,  with 
the  balance  in  the  Treasury  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1847;  amounting  to 
% $12,594  46,  made  the  total  avails  of  this  Fund,  $113,654  46.  The  expen- 

ditures in  the  erection  of  the  new  Nursery  Buildings  upon  Randal’s  Island, 
the  erection  of  a Mad  House,  the  extension  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  on 
Blackwell’s  Island,  and  the  erection  of  the  Iron  Fence  around  Stuyvesant 
Square,  amounted  to  $116,585  49  ; making  a temporary  advance  from 
Taxable  Funds  of  $2,931  03. 


WATER  FUND. 

There  was  re-negotiated  on  account  of  “ Temporary  Water  Loan,”  paya- 
ble during  the  year,  the  sum  of  $199,604  34,  by  the  issuing  of  Temporary 
Water  Loan  Certificates  to  an  equal  amount,  made  payable  in  1848,  to  en- 
able the  Commissioners  to  redeem  it  from  the  receipt  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
and  convert  the  same  into  “ Water  Loan  Stock”  payable  in  1880,  as  pro- 
yided  bylaw.  $8,106  00  of  “Temporary  Water  Loan”  was  liquidated 
during  the  year.  The  residue  of  Temporary  Water  Loan  due  within  the 
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year,  amounting  to  $70,000  00,  was'converted  into  “ Water  Loan  Stock” 
to  an  equal  amount,  bearing  6 per  cent,  interest,  and  redeemable  in  1880. 
There  was  negotiated  during  the  year,  $100,000  00  worth  of  “ Croton 
Water  Stock,”  redeemable  in  1890. 

The  total  means  of  this  Fund,  during  the  year,  amounted  to  $415,389  85 ; 
the  payments  to  $359,906  95  ; leaving  a balance  in  Treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  Fund,  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1848,  of  $55,482  90. 

The  “ Temporary  Water  Loan”  was  authorized  by  an  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature passed  May  26th,  1841,  and  an  Ordinance  of  the  Corporation  passed 
June  24th,  1841,  and  bears  interest  at  6 per  cent,  per  annum. 

The  “Croton  Water  Stock”  of  1890  was  authorized  by  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  May  13th,  1845,  and  an  Ordinance  of  the  Corporation,  De- 
cember 24th  of  the  same  year. 

COMMON  SCHOOLS. 

By  the  Act  of  May  7th,  1844,  the  School  moneys  are  placed  under  the 
control  of  the  Board  of  Education.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  are  required 
to  raise  by  Tax  a sum  of  money  equal  to  that  apportioned  to  the  City  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Common  Schools  from  the  revenues  of  the  Common 
School  F und  of  the  State.  Also  a sum  of  money  equal  to  one-twentieth 
of  one  per  cent,  on  the  valuation  of  the  Real  and  Personal  Estate  in  the  City 
and  County,  to  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  purposes  of  Common  Schools. 
The  Board  is  also  required  to  raise  and  collect  such  further  sum  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  erecting,  purchasing,  or  leasing  School  Houses,  and  the 
procuring  sites  therefor,  and  the  fitting  up  thereof. 

These  moneys  are  deposited  from  time  to  time  to  the  credit  of  the  “ Board 
of  Education,”  pursuant  to  resolutions  of  the  Common  Council,  on  the  re- 
quisitions of  said  Board. 

The  Fiscal  year,  for  the  purposes  of  Schools,  commences  on  the  1st  day 
of  May,  and  ends  on  the  30th  day  of  April  of  the  following  year. 

The  levy  for  Schools  in  1846,  and  the  apportionment  received  from  the 
State,  amounted  to  $267,458  91 ; of  which  there  was  expended  during  that 
year  the  sum  of  $179,504  50;  leaving,  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1847,  un- 
expended, the  sum  of  $87,954  41,  of  which  $83,656  79  were  expended  during 
1847,  leaving  a balance  of  the  appropriation  of  1846  of  $4,297  62. 

The  amount  levied  in  the  Taxes  of  1847  was  $284,079  53 ; amount  of 
apportionment  received  from  the  State,  $39,183  58 ; making,  for  the  purposes 
of  Common  Schools,  from  May,  1847,  to  May,  1848,  $327,560  73  ; of  which 
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there  was  expended  up  to  the  1st  day  of  January  1848,  the  sum  of 
$217,824  74;  leaving  a balance  to  the  credit  of  Common  Schools  of 
$109,735  99.  There  was  paid  during  the  year,  in  anticipation  of  Tax  Levy 
of  1848,  the  sum  of  $8,534  61. 

The  total  expenditures  for  Schools  between  the  1st  day  of  January  1847, 
and  the  1st  day  of  January  1848,  amounted  to  $310,016  14;  of  which 
$78,364  50  were  expended  in  the  purchasing  of  Sites  and  erection  of  School 
Houses ; $33,017  33  for  supplying  and  fitting  up  Schools,  &c. ; and 
$198,634  31  for  support  of  Schools. 

TAXABLE  FINDS, 

There  was  received  on  account  of  Taxes  of  1846,  and  previous  years, 
the  sum  of  $1,397,842  59  ; interest  on  the  same,  $25,324  18  ; for  collecting 
the  State  Tax,  $6,281  69 ; making  together,  $1,429,448  46. 

There  was  also  received  on  account  of  Taxes  of  1847,  the  sum  of 
$908,970  24;  making  the  total  receipts  from  Taxes  during  the  year, 
$2,338,418  70. 

The  total  of  sums  borrowed  on  the  credit  of  the  City,  in  anticipation  of 
the  collection  of  the  taxes  and  revenues  of  1847,  amounted  to  $2,045,705  00  ; 
of  which  $813,540  00  were  negotiated  at  5 per  cent.,  and  $1,232,165  00 
at  6 per  cent,  per  annum. ; $537,613  00  of  the  amount  were  paid  within 
the  year ; leaving  outstanding  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1848,  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  uncollected  Tax  of  1847,  Revenue  Bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$1,508,092  00;  of  which  $472,527  00  bear  interest  at  5 per  cent.,  and 
$1,035,565  00  at  6 percent,  per  annum. 

These  Loans  were  made  pursuant  to  the  19th  Section  of  the  City  Char- 
ter, and  authority  vested  in  the  Comptroller  by  an  Ordinance  of  the  Corpo- 
ration. 

There  was  paid  off  during  the  year  the  Revenue  Bonds  of  1846, 
outstanding  on  the  1st  day  of  January  1847,  amounting  to  $1,393,173  98; 
making  the  total  payments,  on  account  of  Revenue  Bonds  of  1846  and 
1847,  during  the  year,  $1,930,786  98. 

The  Temporary  Debt  incurred  in  anticipation  of  the  Taxes  and  Revenues 
of  1846  on  the  Bonds  of  the  City  amounting,  on  the  1st  day  of  January 
1847,  to  $1,739,744  34,  was  paid  off  during  the  year,  with  the  exception  of 
$19,793  83. 

This  amount  of  indebtedness  will  be  realized  from  the  uncollected  tax 
of  1846,  by  a sale  of  the  property  of  delinquents,  and  need  not  therefore  be 
provided  for  in  the  tax  levy  of  the  present  year. 
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The  total  amount  levied,  for  the  year  1847,  amounted  to  $2,581,776  30

ALMS  HOUSE. 

The  total  expenditures  in  the  “ Alms  House  Department,”  exclusive  of 
Salaries,  amounted  to  $356,466  60  ; the  receipts,  to  $32,299  19  ; of  which, 
$837  76,  were  received  for  the  sale  of  articles  manufactured  in  the  depart- 
ment; $217  79,  for  the  sale  of  broken  stone  got  out  by  prisoners; 
$3,717  27,  for  the  sale  of  casks,  barrels,  live  stock,  &c. ; $3,616  55,  for  the 
board  of  illegitimates,  &c. ; $8,183  12,  for  the  support  of  bonded  passen- 
gers ; $10,000  00,  from  the  State  towards  support  of  foreign  poor,  and 
$5,726  70,  from  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  for  board  of  alien  passegers. 
There  was  also  received  from  the  Mayor’s  clerk,  during  the  year,  for  com- 
mutation of  alien  passengers,  credited  by  Ordinance  to  another  account,  but 
which  forms  a proper  offset  to  Alms  House  expenditures,  the  sum  of 
$5,449  50,  making  the  total  receipts,  $37,748  69  ; and  leaving  the  net  ex- 
penditure, exclusive  of  salaries,  $318,717  91.  The  salaries  of  this  De- 
partment, amounted  to  $60,963  46  ; making  a total  net  expenditure  on  ac- 
count of  Alms  House  Department,  of  $379,681  37. 

There  was  allowed  to  the  City,  for  the  labor  of  vagrants  and  convicts 
upon  the  New  Alms  House  Buildings,  the  erection  of  a Mad  House  and  ex- 
tension of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  on  Blackwell’s  Island,  in  reduction  of 
their  cost  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  contracts  made  by  the 
special  committee  of  the  Common  Council  for  the  erection  of  the  build- 
ings, from  38  c.  to  60  c.  per  day  each,  amounting  to  $1,183  80,  during  the 
year  1847. 

The  aggregate  number  of  inmates  of  the  several  Institutions  on  the  1st  day 
of  January,  1848,  over  the  number  in  the  institutions  on  the  1st  day  of  Ja- 
nuary, 1847,  was  52S.  The  number  was  increased  in  the  Alms  House, 
406 ; Hospital,  19  ; Small  Pox  Hospital,  1 ; Nurseries,  245  ; while  there 
was  a decrease  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum  of  48  ; Penitentiary,  61 ; Nursery 
Hospital,  2 ; and  City  Prison,  32.

Of  the  number  referred  to  as  being  in  the  Alms  House,  100  were  at 
Randal’s  Island  ; 300  at  the  Colored  Home  at  60  cents  per  week  each,  and 
100  at  the  Colored  Orphan  Asylum  ; a resolution  having  been  passed  by 
the  Common  Council  on  the  1st  Nov.  1847,  to  allow  60  cents  per  week  for 
that  number  in  the  Asylum,  as  being  the  proportion  which  the  City  should 
support,  in  consequence  of  there  being  no  Alms  House  specially  provided 
by  the  City  authorities  for  colored  paupers  ; 25  were  received  as  boarders 
from  the  Commissioners  of  Immigration. 

COUNTY  CONTINGENCIES. 

The  total  expenditures  for  “ County  Contingencies”  were  $70,924  93  ; of 
which  $9,198  65  were  paid  in  settlement  of  several  old  suits  brought  re- 
spectively by  L.  B.  Griffen  and  Mrs.  M’Grath ; $3,487  61  were  paid  in 
settlement  of  old  claims  of  Justices  and  Clerks  for  attendance  at  public 
offices  on  Sundays  ; $6,315  63  for  costs  and  counsel  fees  in  several  suits  ; 
$7,313  04  in  settlement  of  judgment  and  costs  against  former  Supervisors  ; 
$6,758  29  to  W.  Jones,  late  Sheriff,  for  official  services  audited  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  ; $5,000  00  as  a donation  to  the  suffering  poor  of  Ireland  ; 
and  $9,925  31  for  the  purchase  of  lots  for  engine  houses.  The  residue, 
amounting  to  $22,926  40,  was  for  the  ordinary  contingencies  chargeable  to 
this  account. 

Claims,'  amounting  to  nearly  $30,000  00,  were  made  during  the 
year  by  the  two  late  Counsel  of  the  Corporation,  for  services  rendered 
during  their  terms  of  office,  comprising  together  a period  of  about  three 
years ; these  demands  were  irrespective  of  the  sums  allowed  them 
for  salaries,  clerk  hire,  and  stationery,  and  the  large  amount  of  fees 
received  by  them  from  individuals,  and  on  assessments,  in  the  transaction  of 
the  public  business.  Their  claims  were  not  allowed,  and  are  nowin  course 
of  prosecution.  Should  they  be  determined  against  the  City,  their  payment 
would  swell  the  expenditure  on  this  account  very  largely  during  the  present 
year,  and  give  currency  to  similar  claims  from  succeeding  incumbents.  A 
large  proportion  of  the  claims  are  for  costs  in  the  various  suits  of  the  Corpo- 
ration, which  have  been  steadily  augmenting  for  several  years,  until  they 
now  amount  to  upwards  of  200.  The  mere  transfer  of  these  suits  as  often 
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as  the  counsel  is  superseded  in  office  on  a change  of  administration,  it  is 
said,  costs  the  City,  without  reference  to  any  advancement  of  the  suits, 
nearly  $4,000  00,  if  the  claims  now  being  prosecuted  should  be  ultimately 
allowed  by  the  decision  of  the  Courts.  The  City,  under  the  present  arrange- 
ment in  respect  to  its  legal  business,  is  not  only  subject  to  demands  from 
counsel,  so  largely  disproportionate  to  the  services  rendered,  but  labors  un- 
der other  and  greater  disadvantages.  Many  of  the  suits  embrace  questions  of 
the  utmost  importance  to  the  City,  requiring  a close  examination  of  the  laws 
and  facts  bearing  upon  them  ; these,  after  being  matured,  and  in  some  cases 
argued  in  one  or  more  of  the  courts,  are  required,  by  a resolution  of  the 
Common  Council,  to  be  transferred  by  the  counsel  to  his  successor,  wTho 
must  necessarily  expend  the  greater  part  of  his  term  of  service  before  he  can 
begin  to  understand  them.  The  consequence  is,  that  the  suits  are  deferred 
from  year  to  year,  without  being  brought  to  a final  issue,  or  if  tried,  are  not 
attended  with  the  advantages  derived  by  individuals  in  private  suits,  in  being 
argued  by  counsel  familiar  with  them,  and  all  the  questions  involved  from 
their  incipiency.  The  several  departments  are  also  in  a great  measure  de- 
prived of  the  benefit  of  the  counsel’s  advice,  in  consequence  of  his  occu- 
pancy of  a private  office,  far  removed  from  those  in  which  the  public 
business  is  transacted.  It  is  highly  expedient,  therefore,  that  something 
should  be  done,  not  only  to  shield  the  City  from  the  onerous  charges  referred 
to  ; but  to  insure  a more  vigorous  and  efficient  discharge  of  the  legal  business 
of  the  Corporation.  For  this  purpose  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  an 
Attorney  or  Solicitor  be  substituted  for  the  office  of  Counsel,  who  shall,  assisted 
by  the  requisite  number  of  clerks,  take  charge  of  the  legal  business,  keep  his 
office  in  one  of  the  rooms  adjoining  those  of  the  Comptroller,  and  receive  a 
salary  in  full  compensation  for  his  services,  in  lieu  of  all  costs,  fees,  and 
emoluments  whatsoever,  which  when  earned  and  collected  by  him,  to  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury.  The  causes  to  be  argued  by  counsel,  to  be 
specially  employed  in  the  particular  cases,  as  in  suits  of  individuals,  by  the 
Mayor  and  Comptroller,  or  by  the  latter  and  the  Finance  Committee,  and  at 
a compensation  to  be  agreed  upon.  This  would  cut  off  the  large  claims  now 
made  by  Counsel  for  costs  as  attorney  in  the  various  suits  ; while  the  receipts 
of  the  office  would  most  probably  pay  the  salaries  of  the  Attorney  and 
Clerks ; leaving  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  the  counsel  fees  for  arguments 
in  suits,  which  if  not  more  numerous  than  under  the  present  system,  would 
nofiprove  highly  expensive.  Should  the  number  however  be  largely  aug- 
mented, the  expense  even  then  would  not  be  as  great  as  at  present,  and 
could  well  be  borne,  in  consideration  of  the  consequent  reduction  in  the 
number  of  suits.  This  measure  is  earnestly  commended  to  the  favorable 
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consideration  of  the  Common  Council,  the  draft  of  an  ordinance  for  which 
is  appended  to  this  report. 

CLEANING  STREETS. 

The  expenditures  for  “ Cleaning  Streets”  exceeded  those  of  the  preceding 
year  in  the  sum  of  $21,619  79,  while  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  manure 
decreased  in  the  sum  of  $11,554  80  ; making  a net  increase  of  expenditure  of 
$33,174  59.  The  total  expenditures  were  $180,059  58  ; of  which  $55,207  45 
were  for  Sweeping;  $51,337  67  for  carting  Manure  from  Streets  ; $5,614  00 
for  Manure  Inspectors  and  Horn  Blowers  ; and  $65,921  74  for  collecting, 
disposing  of,  and  freighting  coal  ashes,  garbage  and  rubbish,  manure,  and 
for  heaping  manure  at  the  various  depots.  The  residue  of  expenditure, 
amounting  to  $1,978  78,  was  for  various  contingent  charges.  There  was 
received  from  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  for  Manure  sold,  the  sum  of 
$28,451  81 ; for  the  deposite  of  Coal  Ashes  and  Rubbish,  $1,235  88  ; 
making  the  total  receipts  $29,687  69,  and  the  net  expenditures  of  this 
Department,  $150,371  89. 

Reference  is  respectfully  made  to  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  Comp- 
troller’s Report  of  the  preceding  year,  relative  to  the  employment  of  able- 
bodied  paupers  in  the  performance  of  this  work.  If,  however,  that  should 
be  deemed  impracticable  ; it  is  perhaps  deserving  of  the  serious  considera- 
tion of  the  Common  Council,  in  view  of  the  very  large  expenditures  of  this 
Department,  whether  the  contracting  for  cleansing  the  public  streets,  under 
proper  regulation,  should  not  be  again  resorted  to.  If  it  be  necessary  to  the 
success  of  such  an  undertaking  to  make  the  contract  for  a longer  period  than 
one  year,  application  may  be  made  to  the  Legislature,  now  in  session,  for 
the  passage  of  a law  giving  the  requisite  authority. 

LAMPS  AND  GAS. 

The  expenditures  on  “ Lamps  and  Gas”  amounted  to  $162,815  19  ; of 
which  $55,470  68  were  for  Oil;  $41,760  50  for  lighting  Oil  Lamps;  $35,760  39 
for  supplying,  lighting,  and  extinguishing  Gas  Lamps ; and  $12,762  69  for 
supplying  Markets,  Station  Houses,  &c.  with  Gas.  The  residue  of  the  ex- 
penditure amounting  to  $17,061  51,  was  for  the  various  contingent  expenses 
of  the  department,  including  salaries. 

PRINTING  AND  STATIONERY. 

The  expenditures  for  “ Printing  and  Stationery”  were  $3,640  46  less  than 
the  preceding  year.  A still  greater  reduction  might  be  made  in  the  expen- 
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ditures  under  this  account,  by  contracting  for  the  same,  particularly  the 
stationery,  to  be  furnished  to  the  several  departments  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Common  Council,  on  the  requisition  of  the  Chiefs  of  Departments.  At 
present  there  is  no  limit  to  the  discretion  of  the  different  officers ; each  as- 
suming to  purchase  any  quantity  of  stationery,  and  of  the  most  costly 
description.  The  practice  is  condusive  of  waste  and  extravagance. 

REPAIRS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

The  expenditures  on  account  of  “ Repairs  and  Supplies”  amounted  to 
$44,210  23  ; of  which  $11,009  56  were  for  the  erection  of  new  Market 
Houses  at  the  Washington  Market,  and  for  repairs  to  Markets;  $5,726  48 
for  repairs  and  supplies  to  Police  and  Courts ; $8,465  23  for  repairs  to 
Wells  and  Pumps  ; and  $19,008  96  for  repairs  and  supplies  generally. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  expenditures  on  account  of  44  Fire  Department”  amounted  to 
$42,046  93 ; of  which  $6,856  56,  were  expended  in  the  erection  of  new 
Buildings  for  the  Department ; and  $6,267  24  for  the  building  of  new  En- 
gines, Hose  Carriages,  and  Hook  and  Ladder  Trucks. 

There  was  received  from  the  sale  of  old  Engines,  Bells,  and  other  mate- 
rials, the  sum  of  $1,153  09,  not  credited  to  this  Department,  but  deposited 
in  the  fund  for  interest  on  city  debt,  as  provided  by  ordinance. 

INTEREST  ON  REVENUE  BONDS. 

There  was  paid  on  the  account  of  44  Interest  on  Revenue  Bonds,”  the 
sum  of  $14,508  00  over  the  amount  paid  in  the  preceding  year,  in  conse- 
quence of  an  augmentation  in  the  amount  of  bonds  payable  within  the  year. 


TAX  LEY¥  FOR  1848. 

Section  12  of  title  2,  chapter  5,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1845  re- 
quires the  Comptroller  to  present  to  the  Common  Council  annually,  on  or 
by  the  20th  day  of  December,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  necessary  to  be 
raised  by  Tax  for  the  following  year. 

The  estimate  for  1848  was  submitted  to  the  Common  Council  on  the  20th 
day  of  that  month,  and  is  as  follows,  viz  :

The  rate  of  Tax  will  be  $1  11  per  $100  00,  or  5 76-100,  over  that  of  1847. 

The  estimate  for  City  Government  expenditures  has  been  made  with 
reference  to  those  received  from  the  several  Departments,  and  the 
action  of  the  Common  Council.  The  amounts  estimated  for  expenditures  un- 
der the  various  heads  of  account,  may  in  some  cases  perhaps  be  reduced, 
while  in  others  they  will  probably  be  exceeded  by  the  expenditures,  unless 
some  change  or  improvement  can  be  made  in  the  management  of  therm 
The  sum  included  in  the  foregoing  estimate  for  “ Alms  House,”  is  less  by 
$56,466  60,  than  the  actual  expenditure  of  last  year ; while  the  expenditures 
of  this  department  for  several  years  past  have  been  steadily  on  the  increase. 
The  estimates  for  “Cleaning  Streets,”  is  $10,059  58  less  than  the  actual 
expenditure  of  last  year,  which  was  $45,000  00  greater  than  estimated  by 
the  late  Superintendent.  Any  excess  of  expenditures  over  the  estimates 
upon  which  the  tax  levy  of  the  year  is  to  be  based,  unless  counterbalanced 
by  a diminution  of  expenditures  on  other  accounts,  must  result  in  an  in- 
debtedness which  the  means  of  the  year  will  not  discharge,  and  which 
must  be  provided  for  in  the  taxes  of  the  following  year. 

An  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature,  at  its  recent  session,  giving  to 
the  “ County  Clerk,”  “ Register,”  “ Surrogate,”  “ Clerk  of  the  Superior 
Court”  and  their  Assistants,  and  Clerks  salaries  in  lieu  of  fees,  and  requir- 
ing all  fees  receivable  by  said  officers,  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury. 
A Law  was  also  passed,  requiring  all  fees  receivable  by  the  Judges  of  the  Su- 
perior Court  and  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  to  be  paid  into  the  City  Trea- 
sury, and  allowing  them  salaries  in  lieu  thereof.  The  salaries  in  all  of  the 
cases  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

The  foregoing  estimate  does  not  include  the  salaries  of  these  officers,  as 
the  fees  receivable  are  presumed  to  be  sufficient  to  pay  them,  particularly  in 
the  case  of  the  County  Clerk,  Register,  Surrogate  and  Clerk  of  Superior 
Court ; the  law  requiring  that  the  expenses  of  these  offices  shall  not  exceed 
the  receipts. 

A separate  account  must,  therefore,  necessarily  bejkept  with  each  of  those 
offices.

A recent  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  has  declared  all  leases  given 
by  the  Corporation,  pursuant  to  assessment  sales,  void,  and  renders  it  ne- 
cessary that  application  should  be  made  to  the  Legislature  for  authority  to 
fund  an  amount  sufficient  to  reimburse  the  purchasers,  and  to  indemnify  the 
City  by  a re-sale  of  the  property. 

The  leases  have  been  set  aside  on  the  ground  of  error  in  the  time  of  giving 
notice  to  the  owners  to  redeem  their  property  from  the  sale.  The  statute 
authorizes  the  redemption  of  property,  sold  for  assessments  or  taxes,  at  any 
time  within  two  years  from  the  day  of  sale,  and  requires  the  Mayor,  Aider- 
men  and  Commonalty,  at  least  six  months  before  the  expiration  of  two  years 
after  any  sale,  to  give  notice  of  such  sale  by  publishing  the  same  twice  in 
each  week  for  six  weeks  successively,  in  one  of  the  public  newspapers 
printed  and  published  in  this  City.  It  has  been  the  practice,  both  in  this 
City  and  at  Albany,  during  the  last  twenty  years,  in  giving  this  notice,  to 
make  the  first  publication  just  prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  period  com- 
prised by  the  last  six  months  ; the  subsequent  publications  extending  into 
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that  period.  The  Court  has  decided  that  the  notice  should  commence  at 
least  seven  and  a half  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  by 
law  for  the  redemption  of  the  property,  and  be  fully  completed  and  ended 
before  the  commencement  of  the  last  six  months. 

This  decision  will  not  affect  any  leases  or  sales  in  which  the  property  has 
been  redeemed,  as  it  does  not  question  the  validity  of  the  assessments.  It 
applies  exclusively  to  sales  where  the  property  has  not  been  redeemed. 
The  whole  number  of  parcels  sold  for  assessments  and  not  redeemed  is 
2,674,  and  the  aggregate  sum  for  which  they  were  sold  amounts  to 
$340,191  06.  The  number  of  parcels  sold  for  taxes,  unredeemed,  is  460. 
The  aggregate  sum  for  which  they  were  sold  amounts  to  $20,000  00,  mak- 
ing in  all  $360,191  06  ; to  which  add  for  interest  accruing  during  several 
years,  and  the  aggregate  will  amount  to  $500,000. 

The  larger  portion  of  the  property  sold  is  held  by  persons  interested  in 
the  property,  who  in  some  cases  purchased  at  the  Corporation  sales,  and  in 
others  obtained  assignments  of  the  purchases,  and  it  is  believed  that  a con- 
siderable portion  of  the  remainder  will  be  redeemed  by  the  owners  to  avoid 
a re-sale  of  the  property  ; so  that  it  is  probable  that  a fund  of  $250,000 
will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands  for  a return  of  the  purchase 
money  not  supplied  by  the  owners  by  a redemption  of  the  property. 
It  is  competent  for  the  Legislature  to  authorize  a re-sale  of  the  property, 
and  to  empower  the  Corporation  to  fund  an  amount  of  money  sufficient  to 
refund  to  the  purchasers  their  purchase  money  with  interest  and  expenses. 
The  amount  so  to  be  funded  to  be  liquidated  by  the  proceeds  arising  from  a 
re-sale  of  the  property,  except  the  expenses  of  advertisments  of  former 
sales,  and  the  loss  in  interest  on  the  interest  paid  to  the  purchasers,  which 
would  amount  to  but  a few  thousand  dollars,  and  would  require  to  be 
defrayed  from  the  Treasury. 

The  draft  of  a law  and  an  ordinance  to  meet  the  exigencies  referred  to, 
have  been  specially  submitted  in  a separate  communication. 

The  draft  of  a Law  to  change  the  time  for  assessing  Personal  Estate, 
from  May  to  January,  and  to  establish  an  Office  and  a Board  of  Asses- 
sors for  the  assessment  of  Taxes,  referred  to  in  the  last  Annual  Report  of 
the  Comptroller,  and  specially  submitted  in  a separate  communication,  is 
respectfully  urged  upon  the  attention  of  the  Common  Council,  in  the  hope 
that  it  may  receive  its  prompt  sanction,  with  such  amendments  as  it  may 
be  deemed  proper  to  make,  that  the  same  may  be  presented  for  the  action  of 
the  Legislature  at  its  present  session. 

This  Act,  it  is  believed,  would  effect  a more  equitable  and  accurate  as- 
sessment of  Real  and  Personal  Property,  particularly  the  latter,  and  greatly 
facilitate  the  convenience  of  citizens,  in  examining  and  obtaining  a correction 
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of  their  taxes,  by  affording  them  access  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  to  per- 
sons in  a public  office  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  exhibit  the  maps  and 
books  of  the  assessors,  and  impart  and  receive  all  necessary  information 
relative  thereto. 

This  Act  would  also  enable  the  tax  to  be  realized,  two  months  earlier  in 
the  year,  and  thereby  avoid  the  necessity  of  borrowing  so  continuously  and 
in  such  large  amounts,  in  anticipation  of  its  collection.  At  present,  no  part 
of  the  tax  is  collected  until  the  expiration  of  nine  and  a half  months  of  the 
fiscal  year ; the  public  expenditures  being  defrayed  in  the  mean  time  by 
loans.  These  have  largely  augmented  of  late  years,  in  consequence  of  the 
additional  liabilities  growing  out  of  the  payments  for  State  Tax,  Com- 
mon Schools,  Interest  on  Croton  Water,  and  increase  in  City  Government 
Expenditures,  so  that  they  now  amount  to  upwards  of  $2,000,000  00.  It 
has  been  extremely  difficult  on  several  occasions  during  a pressure,  to  ob- 
tain the  loans  at  a rate  of  interest  below  seven  per  cent.  Loans  cannot  be 
effected  at  such  times  from  the  banks,  their  means  being  absorbed  by  their 
customers  in  the  regular  course  of  business,  and  individuals  being  enabled 
to  make  more  favorable  and  permanent  investments  in  public  securities 
than  is  offered  by  the  Corporation. 

The  time  may  come  when,  from  a severe  stringency  in  monetary  affairs, 
it  will  be  found  almost  impossible  to  negotiate  the  sums  required  by  the  City 
to  meet  its  obligations.  It  is  highly  essential,  therefore,  that  the  collections 
of  the  tax  should  be  commenced  at  an  earlier  period  in  the  year,  as  pro- 
vided in  said  act. 

As  the  proposed  law  is  a matter  of  general  interest  to  our  citizens,  it  is 
submitted  as  an  appendix  to  this  report.  Should  the  provision  requiring 
each  person  to  submit  an  account  of  his  personal  property,  be  thought  too 
scrutinizing,  it  may  be  omitted,  leaving  the  amount  to  be  estimated  by  the 
Assessors,  who,  by  the  method  proposed,  would,  in  a few  years,  attain 
sufficient  accuracy  in  estimating  personal  estate.  It  is  also  suggested,  as 
the  personal  estate  of  individuals  does  not  occasion  the  City  Government 
as  much  expense,  or  receive  from  it  the  same  protection,  as  real  estate,  that 
the  same  be  estimated  at  one-half  of  its  value,  which  would  not  only  be 
equitable  in  itself,  but  induce  greater  willingness,  on  the  part  of  our  citizens, 
to  disclose  the  amount  of  their  personal  property,  and  pay  the  tax  upon  it. 

While  such  a provision  would  result  in  great  relief  to  the  comparatively 
few  who  now  pay  a tax  on  their  personal  estate,  it  would  by  removing,  in 
a great  measure,  the  inducement  to  subterfuge  now  resorted  to  by  many,  to 
avoid  a personal  assessment,  largely  augment  the  revenue  derivable  from 
that  source  of  taxation.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

For  the  Establishment  of  a Law  Bureau  in  the  Finance  De- 

PARTMENT. 

The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New-York,  do  or- 
dain as  follows : — 

§ 1.  There  shall  be  a Bureau  in  the  Finance  Department,  the  chief 
officer  whereof  shall  be  denominated  the  Solicitor  of  the  Corporation.  He 
shall  be  appointed  by  and  receive  a salary  of  $2000,  in 

lieu  of  all  costs  at  law  or  in  equity,  and  of  all  fees  or  other  charges  or  com- 
pensation whatsoever  against  the  Corporation,  the  Supervisors,  or  against 
any  person  or  persons,  for  the  performance  of  any  service  connected  with, 
or  arising  out  of  the  business  of  the  Corporation  or  any  of  its  departments, 
or  which  shall  or  may  be  committed  to  his  care. 

§ 2.  The  said  Solicitor,  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  well  and  faithfully  to  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office ; he  shall  also  give  a bond,  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Finance  Committees  of  both  Boards,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance. of  the  duties 
of  his  office. 

§ 3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Solicitor,  to  advise  the  two  Boards, 
and  their  committees  and  officers,  on  such  questions  as  may  from  time  to; 
time  arise,  in  relation  to  the  business  of  the  Corporation.  He  shall  keep  his 
office  in  one  of  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  Comptroller,  and  shall  attend  to 
all  the  business  of  the  Corporation,  not  committed  to  the  attorney  of  the 

13 
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Corporation,  and  shall  perform  without  any  charge,  beyond  the  compensa- 
tion before  specified,  all  such  duties  in  the  line  of  his  profession,  in  defend- 
ing or  prosecuting  suits  at  law  or  in  equity,  in  which  the  Corporation  of  New- 
York,  have  any  interest  or  concern,  and  all  such  deeds,  conveyances,  con- 
tracts, the  reports  of  committees,  petitions,  drafts  of  laws,  or  other  papers 
or  services  as  shall  be  required  by  the  Common  Council  or  Comptroller. 

§ 4.  All  fees  received  by  said  solicitor  for  taxed  costs  in  any  suit  or  for 
the  drawing  of  deeds,  mortgages,  or  other  papers  or  services,  connected 
with  or  arising  out  of  the  business  of  the  Corporation,  or  any  of  the  depart- 
ments of  the  city,  shall  be  paid  by  him  into  the  city  Treasury  at  the  close 
of  each  month,  and  he  shall  immediately  after,  file  a detail  report  thereof, 
verified  by  an  oath  or  affirmation  accompanied  by  the  Chamberlain’s  re- 
ceipt, with  the  Comptroller. 

§ 5.  The  said  Solicitor  shall  have  two  clerks  to  assist  him  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  him  ; one  at  a salary  of  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  one  at  a salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per 
annum. 

§ 6.  The  Mayor  and  Comptroller  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time,  to 
select  and  employ  counsel,  to  assist  the  said  Solicitor  in  the  trial  of  causes, 
or  to  procure  legal  opinions  from  counsel,  whenever  they  may  deem  the 
interests  of  the  city  shall  or  may  require  it,  and  at  a compensation  to  be 
agreed  upon  at  the  time  of  making  such  employment. 


APPENDIX  B. 


AN  ACT, 

In  Relation  to  the  Assessment  and  Collection  of  Taxes  in  the 
City  and  County  of  New-York. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Yor7c , represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 

enact  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I. 

Of  the  Department  for  the  Assessment  of  Taxes  and  the  du- 
ties of  the  Officers  connected  with  such  Assessments. 

§ 1.  The  Office  of  Assessor  of  Taxes,  as  now  constituted  by  Law,  shall 
cease  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-eight,  and  all  provisions  of  Law  in  relation  to  such  Office,  incon- 
sistent with  this  Act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§ 2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  said  city,  on  or 
before  the  20th  day  of  November,  1848,  to  establish  an  office  for  the  As- 
sessment of  Taxes  in  the  city  of  New-York,  which  shall  be  kept  at  such 
place  in  one  of  the  buildings  denominated  the  City  Hall,  of  said  city,  as 
may  be  directed  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Common  Council,  and 
shall  be  open  on  each  day  in  the  year,  Sundays  and  Holidays  excepted  y 
from  the  hour  of  nine  in  the  forenoon  until  five  in  the  afternoon. 

§ 3.  The  City  and  County  of  New-York,  shall  be  subdivided  into  four 
“ Assessment  Districts,”  as  follows  : — The  First  District  shall  comprise  the 
First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Wards.  The  Second  Dis~

trict,  the  Seventh,  Tenth,  Thirteenth,  Eleventh  and  Seventeenth  Wards. 
The  Third  District,  the  Eighth,  Ninth,  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth  Wards, 
and  the  Fourth  District,  the  Sixteenth,  Eighteenth  and  Twelfth  Wards. 

§ 4.  There  shall  be  elected  nine  persons,  residents  of  said  City,  as  Asses- 
sors, who  shall  constitute  a Board  of  Assessors,  two  to  be  chosen  from  each 
Assessment  District,  to  be  called  “District  Assessors,”  and  one  from  any 
part  of  said  City  and  County,  to  be  called  “ Chief  Assessor.” 

§ 5.  The  Chief  Assessor  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years;  the  District 
Assessors  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  and  shall  be  classified  so 
that  one  shall  be  annually  elected  in  each  Assessment  District. 

§ 6.  The  Assessors  created  under  this  Act  shall  be  chosen  at  the  gene- 
ral election  in  November,  and  the  person  elected  as  Chief  Assessor  shall  be 
sworn  into  office  before  the  Mayor  or  Recorder,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of 
the  same  month  ; the  persons  elected  as  District  Assessors,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  January  following,  and  all  the  provisions  of  Law  now  in  force 
in  regard  to  the  notification,  duration  and  conduct  of  election  for  members 
of  Assembly,  and  in  regard  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  Inspectors  holding 
the  same,  shall  apply  to  the  election  for  Assessors. 

§ 7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessors,  chosen  under  this  Act,  to  meet 
together  in  the  City  Hall  of  said  City,  annually,  after  they  shall  have 
been  sworn  into  office,  and  to  organize  themselves  into  a Board  for  the  tran- 
saction of  business,  to  be  called  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

§ 8.  The  Chief  Assessor  shall  preside  at  such  Board,  and  the  principal 
Clerk  in  his  office  shall  officiate  as  Secretary.  The  said  Board  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn  to  meet  again  at  such  time  and  place,  and  from  time  to 
time,  as  they  may  think  fit,  and  the  Secretary  shall  keep  a regular  book  of 
minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  said  Board. 

§ 9..  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of  Assessors,  either  at  their 
first  or  any  subsequent  meeting,  before  the  District  Assessors  proceed  to 
assess  the  property  in  their  respective  Districts,  to  adopt  such  rules  or  by- 
laws, as  may  in  their  opinion,  be  best  calculated  to  produce  equality  and 
uniformity  in  the  different  valuations  of  Property  and  Assessments  in  the 
* several  .Districts. 
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§ 10.  The  said  Chief  Assessor  may  appoint  two  Clerks  to  aid  him  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties,  together  with  such  additional  Clerks,  between 
the  20th  day  of  December  and  the  first  day  of  July,  as  the  Common  Council 
may  direct. 

§ 11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Assessor,  between  the  1st  and 
30th  days  of  January,  in  each  year,  to  furnish  to  all  the  persons  within  the 
said  City,  whom  he  may  suppose  to  be  taxable  therein  for  personal  pro- 
perty, either  personally,  or  by  causing  the  same  to  be  left  at  their  residence 
or  place  of  business,  a printed  blank  in  the  following  form,  a sufficient  num- 
ber of  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Comptroller  of  said  City  to  the  Chief 
Assessor.

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§ 12.  Such  printed  blanks  shall  be  returned  to  the  Chief  Assessor  by  the 
person  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  delivered,  or  at  whose  residence  or  place 
of  business  it  shall  be  left,  duly  sworn  to  by  him,  before  either  of  the  Asses- 
sors, or  before  any  officer  of  the  said  city  authorized  to  take  affidavits,  to  be 
read  in  any  Court  of  Record,  on  or  before  the  day  mentioned  in  the  notice 
subjoined  thereto,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  days  from  the  day  of  the 
delivery  thereof  to  such  person  as  aforesaid. 

§ 13.  The  statements  hereinbefore  required,  shall,  when  sworn  to  and 
returned  by  the  party  therein  named,  be  conclusive  upon  the  Assessors,  as 
well  as  upon  the  said  party,  as  to  the  value  of  the  personal  property  of  the 
said  party  liable  to  taxation  in  the  said  City. 

§ 14.  The  said  Chief  Assessor  shall  post  such  returns  as  they  are  received, 
into  the  Assessment  Rolls  of  the  several  Assessment  Districts,  deducting  from 
each  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

§ 15.  If  any  person  to  whom  such  blank  form  shall  have  been  delivered, 
or  at  whose  residence  or  place  of  business  it  shall  have  been  left,  as  afore- 
said, shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  return  the  same,  filled  up  and  sworn  to  by 
him  in  the  manner,  and  within  the  time  hereinbefore  required,  the  Board  of 
Assessors  shall,  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law  for  the  completion  of  their 
Assessment  Rolls  for  personal  estate,  assess  the  said  person  for  personal 
property  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  in  their  judgment  double  the  value 
of  the  personal  property  that  they  may  deem  him  to  be  worth,  which  as- 
sessment shall  be  conclusive,  unless  reduced  by  the  said  assessors  before 
the  expiration  of  the  time  during  which  their  Assessment  Rolls  shall  be  ad- 
vertised for  the  examination  of  all  persons  interested,  upon  the  oath  of  the 
said  persons  as  hereinbefore  prescribed. 

6,  16.  The  Chief  Assessor  shall  cause  the  Assessment  Rolls  for  the  seve- 
ral Assessment  Districts,  to  be  prepared  and  delivered  to  the  respective 
District  Assessors,  one  for  real  and  one  for  personal  estate. 

§ 17.  The  District  Assessors  shall,  between  the  1st  of  January  and  the 
1st  day  of  April  in  each  year,  proceed  to  ascertain  by  diligent  inquiry,  the 
names  of  all  the  persons  taxable  by  law  in  their  respective  Assessment  Dis- 
tricts for  personal  estate  within  the  same,  and  shall  complete  their  assess* 
ments  for  personal  estate,  on  or  before  the  said  1st  day  of  April,  in  each 
year,  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Chief  Assessor  on  or  before  that 
day. 
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§18.  After  the  several  Assessment  Rolls  for  personal  property  for  all 
the  Assessment  Districts  of  the  said  city  shall  be  completed,  and  before  fair 
copies  thereof  are  made  for  the  inspection  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
Assessment  Districts,  respectively,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Asses- 
sor to  convene  the  Board  of  Assessors,  and  the  said  Board  shall  thereupon 
determine  the  valuation  of  the  personal  property  of  such  persons  as  shall 
have  neglected  to  comply  with  the  notice  referred  to  in  the  11th  section  of 
this  act. 

§ 19.  After  the  Assessment  Rolls  for  personal  property  shall  have  been 
so  completed,  the  same  shall  be  returned  to  the  Chief  Assessor,  who  shall 
cause  fair  copies  thereof  to  be  made,  and  shall  proceed  to  give  notice  by 
publishing  the  same  in  at  least  four  of  the  daily  newspapers  in  said  city, 
until  the  30th  day  of  June,  that  such  assessments  have  been  completed, 
that  a copy  thereof  is  left  in  the  Office  for  the  Assessment  of  Taxes,  where 
the  same  maybe  seen  and  examined  by  all  persons  interested,  and  that  the 
said  Chief  Assessor  will  review  such  assessment  on  the  application  of  any 
person  conceiving  himself  aggrieved. 

§ 20.  If  any  person  who  shall  be  liable  to  be  assessed  for  personal  pro- 
perty owned  by  him,  shall  be  assessed  therefor,  according  to  the  15th  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  upon  his  omission  to  furnish  a statement  thereof,  shall  at 
any  time  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  the  assessments  are  open  for  in- 
spection, make  affidavit  before  the  said  Chief  Assessor,  that  the  value  of 
the  personal  estate  owned  by  him  after  deducting  his  just  debts,  and  his 
property  invested  in  the  Stocks  of  Incorporated  Companies,  liable  to  taxa- 
tion on  their  capital,  does  not  exceed  a certain  sum,  to  be  specified  in  the 
affidavit,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Chief  Assessor,  to  value  such  personal 
property,  at  the  sum  specified  in  such  affidavit,  and  no  more. 

§ 21.  The  said  District  Assessors,  shall,  between  the  first  day  of  January 
and  the  first  day  of  June,  proceed  to  ascertain  by  diligent  inquiry,  all  the 
taxable  real  estate  within  their  respective  Assessment  Districts,  and  shall 
complete  their  assessments  on  or  before  the  said  first  day  of  June,  and  shall 
deliver  their  assessments  to  the  Chief  Assessor  on  or  before  that  day. 

§ 22.  After  the  several  Assessment  Rolls  for  Real  Estate  for  all  the  As- 
sessment Districts  of  said  City  shall  have  been  completed  by  the  District 
Assessors  respectively,  and  before  fair  copies  thereof  are  made  for  the  in- 
spection of  the  inhabitants  of  said  Assessment  Districts  respectively,  it 
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shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  said  Board  to  convene  the  Mem- 
bers thereof,  and  the  said  Board  shall  thereupon  examine  and  compare  the 
said  several  Assessment  Rolls,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the 
valuation  in  one  Assessment  District,  have  a just  relation  to  the  valuations 
in  all  the  Assessment  Districts  in  said  City. 

§ 23.  The  said  Board  of  Assessors  shall  have  power,  by  a vote  of  the 
majority  of  all  the  Assessors  constituting  such  Boqrd,  to  alter  or  correct  any 
such  Assessment  Rolls,  by  increasing  or  diminisl/ing  the  valuation  of  any 
property  or  any  assessment  therein  contained. 

§ 24.  After  the  said  Assessment  Rolls  shall  l\ave  been  so  examined  and 
confirmed,  or  altered,  or  corrected,  the  same  shall  be  returned  to  the  Chief 
Assessor,  who  shall  cause  fair  copies  thereof  to  be  made  out  and  left  in  the 
office  for  the  Assessment  of  Taxes. 

§ 25.  The  Chief  Assessor  shall  immediately  thereafter,  and  before  the 
15th  day  of  June,  cause  notices  thereof  to  be  put  in  at  least  twenty  public 
places  in  each  Assessment  District,  and  to  be  published  in  at  least  six  of 
the  daily  newspapers  of  the  said  City,  for  at  least  twenty  days. 

§ 26.  Such  notices  shall  set  forth  that  the  Assessors  have  completed  their 
Assessment  Rolls,  and  that  copies  thereof  are  left  in  the  Office  for  the  As- 
sessment of  Taxes,  where  the  same  may  be  seen  and  examined  by  any  of 
the  persons  taxable  in  the  said  City,  and  that  the  Assessors  will  meet 
between  the  15th  and  30th  days  of  July  inclusive,  at  the  said  Office  for 
the  Assessment  of  Taxes,  to  review  their  assessments,  on  the  application  of 
any  person  considering  himself  aggrieved. 

§ 27.  If  any  person  objecting  to  the  assessment  for  real  estate,  can  show 
by  other  proof  than  his  own  affidavit,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Assessors,  or 
a majority  of  them,  that  such  assessment  is  erroneous,  the  Assessors  shall 
review  and  alter  the  same,  without  requiring  any  such  affidavit. 

<§,  28.  The  affidavits  specified  in  this  Article,  shall  be  made  before  the 
Assessors,  or  one  of  them,  either  of  whom  is  hereby  authorized  to  admin- 
ister an  oath  for  that  purpose,  and  the  Chief  Assessor  shall  cause  all  such 
affidavits  to  be  filed  in  the  Office  for  the  Assessment  of  Taxes. 

^ 29.  If  no  objections  be  made  to  their  assessments,  or  immediately  after 
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the  Assessors  have  disposed  of  such  objections,  the  Assessors,  or  a majority 
of  them,  shall  sign  the  Assessment  Rolls  for  real  and  personal  estate,  and 
shall  attach  to  the  Assessment  Rolls  for  real  estate,  a certificate  in  the 
following  form,  which  shall  also  be  signed  by  them:  “We  do  severally 
certify  that  we  have  set  down  in  the  above  Assessment  Roll,  all  the  real 
estate  situated  in  the  Assessment  District,  according  to  our  best 

information,  and  that  we  have  estimated  the  value  of  the  said  real  estate 
at  the  sums  which  a majority  of  the  Assessors  have  decided  to  be  the  true 
value  thereof,  and  at  which  they  would  appraise  the  same  in  payment  of 
a just  debt  due  from  a solvent  debtor.”  They  shall  attach  to  the  Assessment 
Rolls  for  personal  estate,  a certificate  in  the  following  form,  which  shall  be 
signed  by  them  : “ We  do  severally  certify,  that  we  have  set  down  in  the 
above  Assessment  Roll  all  the  personal  estate  situated  in  the  As- 

sessment District,  according  to  our  best  information,  and  also  that  the  said 
Assessment  Roll  contains  a true  statement  of  the  aggregate  amount  of 
taxable  personal  estate  of  each  and  every  person  named  in  the  said  rolls, 
over  and  above  the  amount  of  debts  due  from  such  persons  respectively,  and 
excluding  such  stocks  as  are  otherwise  taxable,  and  such  amounts  as  are 
exempted  by  law,  and  with  the  exception  of  those  cases  in  which  the  value 
of  such  personal  estate  has  been  sworn  to  by  the  owner  or  possessor,  we 
have  estimated  the  same  as  required  by  law.” 

§ 30.  The  Rolls  thus  certified  to  shall,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  July 
in  every  year,  be  delivered  by  the  Chief  Assessor  to  the  Comptroller  of  the 
said  City,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  examined  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
certaining the  aggregate  valuations  in  such  districts  of  said  City,  on  which 
the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  said  City,  shall  have  determined 
by  ordinance  or  resolution,  to  raise  a district  tax,  and  he  shall  cause  such 
Assessment  Rolls,  together  with  a statement  of  the  aggregate  valuations  in 
each  of  said  districts,  and  of  the  whole  County,  to  be  delivered  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  said  City  and  County,  at  an  annual  meeting  to  be  held 
by  them  for  that  purpose,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  July. 

§ 31.  The  Supervisors  of  the  said  City  shall,  at  their  annual  meetings, 
examine  the  Assessment  Rolls  of  the  several  Assessment  Districts,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  valuations  in  one  Assessment  District, 
bear  a just  relation  to  the  valuations  in  all  the  Assessment  Districts  of  the 
said  City ; and  they  may  increase  or  diminish  the  aggregate  valuations  of 
real  estates,  in  any  Assessment  District,  by  adding  or  deducting  such  sum 
upon  the  hundred,  as  may  in  their  opinion  be  necessary  to  produce  a just 
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relation  between  all  the  valuations  of  real  estate  in  the  said  City.  But 
they  shall  in  no  instance  reduce  the  aggregate  valuations  of  all  the  Assess- 
ment Districts,  below  the  aggregate  valuation  thereof  as  made  by  the 
Assessors. 

§ 32.  The  Supervisors  of  said  City,  shall  at  their  said  annual  meeting  in 
each  year,  or  within  five  days  thereafter,  determine  by  resolution  the 
amount  of  money  to  be  raised  by  tax  in  each  district,  in  which  a district 
tax  shall  be  laid,  and  shall  cause  certified  copies  of  the  same,  together 
with  the  Assessment  Rolls  as  corrected,  to  be  delivered  to  the  Comptroller 
of  said  City. 

^33.  The  Comptroller  of  the  said  City  shall  cause  the  said  amount  to 
be  raised  by  tax,  to  be  correctly  computed  upon  the  real  and  personal  es- 
tates assessed  in  the  Assessment  Rolls,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  entered  in  the  said  Assessment  Rolls,  and 
he  shall  cause  such  Assessment  Rolls  to  be  completed  and  delivered  to  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes  of  the  said  City,  on  or  by  the  10th  day  of  August,  in 
each  year. 

§ 34.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  having  completed  their  assessments, 
shall  transmit  to  the  Comptroller,  with  the  aggregate  valuation  of  the  real 
and  personal  estate  in  their  County,  a statement  showing  the  names  of  the 
several  Incorporated  Companies  liable  to  taxation  in  such  County,  the 
amount  of  real  and  personal  property  of  each  as  put  down  by  the  Asses- 
sors, or  by  them,  and  the  amount  of  taxes  assessed  on  each. 


ARTICLE  II. 

General  Provisions  in  Relation  to  the  Assessors  and  the 
Assessment  of  Taxes. 

§ 1.  If  at  any  time  after  the  Assessors  shall  have  completed  their  Assess- 
ment Rolls,  and  during  the  year  in  which  such  assessments  shall  have  been 
made,  the  Assessors  shall  discover  that  any  person  liable  to  be  assessed  in 
the  said  City,  for  personal  property,  has  not  been  assessed  in  the  Assessment 
Roll  of  their,  or  either  of  their  Assessment  Districts,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
District  Assessor  or  Chief  Assessor,  to  notify  such  person  thereof,  and  to  fur- 
nish him  with  a printed  blank  of  the  form  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  require 
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him  to  return  the  same  to  the  said  Assessor,  filled  up  and  verified  as  here- 
inbefore prescribed,  at  the  Office  for  the  Assessment  of  Taxes,  within  ten 
days  from  the  delivery  to  such  person  of  such  printed  blank,  if  said  person 
shall  so  return  the  sarpe  he  shall  be  thereupon  assessed  by  the  said  Chief 
Assessor,  upon  the  value  of  personal  property  therein  set  forth,  and  the 
amount  of  such  assessment  shall  be  the  same  as  if  such  person  had  been 
embraced  in  the  Assessment  Roll,  such  assessment  shall  be  returned  by  the 
Chief  Assessor,  and  filed  with  the  Comptroller  of  said  City.  If  such  per- 
son shall  omit  to  make  such  return,  he  shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner 
as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  and  such  assessment  shall  be  returned  by  said 
Chief  Assessor,  and  filed  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  said  City,  certified 
by  a majority  of  all  the  Assessors,  within  ten  days  after  the  same  shall  be 
made. 

§ 2.  At  any  time  before  such  assessment  shall  be  so  returned  and  filed, 
if  it  shall  have  been  made  upon  the  omission  or  default  of  the  person 
assessed  to  return  such  assessment,  filled  up  and  verified  as  aforesaid,  such 
person  may  appear  before  the  said  Chief  Assessor,  and  upon  making  an 
affidavit  of  the  value  of  his  personal  property  liable  to  taxation  in  the  said 
City,  exclusive  of  his  just  debts,  and  of  stock  held  by  him  in  Incorporated 
Companies  liable  to  taxation,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  his  assessment 
thereon  reduced  to  such  value. 

§ 3.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  assessment,  the  Comptroller  of  the  said 
City,  shall  ascertain  the  amount  of  the  tax  thereon,  according  to  the  per 
centage  imposed  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  district  in  which  the 
same  shall  be  made,  and  shall  issue  his  warrant  therefor,  to  the  officer 
hereinafter  authorized  to  collect  the  same,  in  the  like  manner  with  the  other 
taxes  collected  by  him  ; and  said  tax  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions 
hereinbefore  contained,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  been  embraced  in 
the  Assessment  Roll  of  the  Assessment  District. 

§ 4.  In  order  the  more  fully  to  enable  the  Assessors  to  perform  the  duties 
imposed  upon  them  by  this  act,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  several  matters  contained  therein,  of  any  person  being 
the  head  of  a family,  or  a member  thereof,  or  the  owner,  proprietor,  occu- 
pant, clerk,  servant  or  person  in  charge  of  any  dwelling-house,  board- 
ing-house, hotel,  tavern,  store,  or  tenement  in  the  said  City,  above  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  and  any  and  every  such  person,  who  shall  refuse  to 
give  to  any  Assessor  the  information  demanded  by  him  relative  to  any  such 
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matters,  or  who  shall  wilfully  give  false  information  to  said  Assessor  con- 
cerning the  same,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New-York,  to  be  sued  for  and 
recovered  by  them,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  Court  having  cognizance 
thereof. 

§ 5.  Whenever  an  aggregate  sum  is  assessed  upon  several  lots,  pieces  or 
parcels  of  land,  and  any  person  claiming  a divided  or  undivided  part  thereof, 
is  desirous  of  paying  his  proportional  part  of  such  tax,  interest  and  charges 
due  thereon,  he  may  pay  the  same  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  of  said  City, 
on  the  certificate  of  the  said  Chief  Assessor,  making  such  apportionment, 
and  the  remaining  tax,  interest  and  charges,  shall  be  a lien  upon  the  residue 
of  such  land  only. 

§ 6.  The  Assessors,  in  the  execution  of  their  duties,  shall  use  the  forms 
and  pursue  the  instructions,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  conformable  to  this 
act,  which  shall  from  time  to  time  be  given  to  them  by  the  Comptroller  of 
the  said  City. 

§ 7.  If  any  Assessors  shall  wilfully  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  any  of 
the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act,  he  shall  forfeit  to  the  Mayor,  Aider- 
men  and  Commonalty  of  the  City  of  New-York,  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  Court  having  cognizance 
thereof. 

§ 8.  When  a person  is  assessed  as  a trustee  or  guardian,  executor  or  admin- 
istrator, he  shall  be  assessed  as  such,  with  the  addition  to  his  name  of  his 
representative  character,  and  such  assessment  shall  be  carried  out  in  a 
separate  line  from  his  individual  assessments,  and  he  shall  be  assessed  for 
the  value  of  the  real  estate  held  by  him  in  such  representative  character,  at 
the  full  value  thereof,  and  for  the  personal  property  held  by  him  in  such 
representative  character,  deducting  from  such  personal  property  the  just 
debts  due  from  him  in  such  representative  character. 

§ 9.  The  Board  of  Assessors  shall  be  empowered  to  fill  any  vacancy 
which  may  happen  in  the  office  of  District  Assessors  between  the  first  day 
of  January,  and  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  by  the  appointment  of 
a suitable  person,  residing  in  the  Assessment  District  in  which  such  vacancy 
may  occur;  but  such  appointment  shall  cease  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
January  following,  and  the  remainder  of  the  term,  if  any,  shall  be  sup- 
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plied  by  the  election  of  a person  in  such  Assessment  District  at  the  general 
election  succeeding  such  appointment. 

§ 10.  Incase  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Chief  Assessor,  the  same  may 
be  supplied  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  by  the  appointment  of  a suitable 
person,  a resident  of  said  City,  to  fill  the  same,  but  such  appointment  shall 
cease  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  November  following,  and  a suitable  person 
shall  be  chosen,  at  the  general  election  succeeding  such  appointment,  to  fill 
the  said  office  for  a term  of  three  years. 

§ 11.  The  compensation  to  be  allowed  to  the  said  several  Assessors  and 
Clerks,  for  their  salaries,  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  said  City,  at  such  time  or  times  as  they  may  think  proper ; but  such 
compensation  shall  not  exceed,  for  the  Chief  Assessor,  the  sum  of  $2,000 
per  annum ; for  the  principal  Clerk,  $1,000  per  annum;  for  the  second 
Clerk,  $800  per  annum,  and  for  the  District  Assessors,  $1,000  each  per 
annum. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Of  the  Collection  of  Taxes. 

§ 1.  To  each  of  the  Assessment  Rolls  delivered  to  the  said  Receiver  of 
Taxes,  a warrant  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  at  least  five  of  the  Supervi- 
sors of  said  City  and  County,  of  whom  the  Mayor  or  Recorder  shall  al- 
ways be  one,  shall  be  annexed,  commanding  such  Receiver  to  collect  from 
the  several  persons  named  in  the  Assessment  Rolls  the  several  sums  men- 
tioned in  the  last  column  of  such  rolls,  opposite  to  their  respective  names, 
and  to  pay  the  same  from  time  to  time,  when  collected,  to  the  Chamberlain 
of  the  said  city,  according  to  law. 

The  said  Receiver,  upon  receiving  the  said  Assessment  Rolls  and  war- 
rants, shall  proceed  to  collect  and  receive  the  said  taxes  from  the  several 
persons  assessed  in  the  said  Assessment  Rolls  in  manner  hereinbefore 
mentioned. 

If  any  person,  who  shall  be  assessed  in  any  of  the  said  Assessment  Rolls, 
shall  desire  to  pay  the  amount  of  his  taxes,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober succeeding  the  delivery  of  the  said  Assessment  Rolls  and  warrants  to 
the  said  Receiver,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Receiver  to  receive  the 
same,  and  to  deduct  therefrom  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum, 
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between  the  day  of  such  payment  and  the  first  day  of  November,  next 
succeeding.

If  any  such  taxes  shall  remain  unpaid  on  the  said  first  day  of  October,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Receiver  to  give  public  notice  by  advertisements 
in  six  or  more  of  public  newspapers,  printed  in  said  city,  that  unless  the 
same  shall  be  paid  to  him  at  his  office  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  No- 
vember in  each  year,  he  will  immediately  Rafter  that  day  proceed  to  collect 
the  same  as  provided  in  the  next  Section. 

If  any  such  taxes  shall  remain  unpaid  on  the  said  fifteenth  day  of  No- 
vember, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Receiver  to  charge,  receive  and  col- 
lect upon  such  tax  so  remaining  unpaid  on  that  day,  in  addition  to  the 
amount  of  such  tax,  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  thereof,  and  to  charge,  re- 
ceive and  collect  upon  such  tax  so  remaining  unpaid  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
each  month,  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  and  the  first  day  of 
April  thereafter,  a further  addition  or  increase  of  one  per  cent,  on  the 
amount  of  such  tax ; and  such  increase  or  per  centage  shall  be  paid  over 
and  accounted  for  by  such  Receiver,  from  time  to  time,  as  provided  by  law, 
as  a part  of  the  tax  collected  by  him. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  the  Repeal  of  certain  Provisions  of  Law,  and  Time  when 
this  Act  shall  take  effect. 

§ 1.  The  provision  of  Article  Second  and  Third,  of  Title  2,  Chapter  13, 
of  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  regulating  the  Assessment  of  Taxes, 
shall  hereafter  be  inapplicable  to  the  City  and  County  of  New-York. 

§ 2.  All  former  laws,  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  relating  to  the  assessment 
of  taxes  in  the  City  and  County  of  New-York,  or  the  officers  by  whom  the 
same  shall  be  assessed,  and  all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§ 3.  Neither  of  the  two  preceding  sections  shall  in  any  manner  be  construed 
to  affect  the  several  provisions  of  law  relative  to  exemption  from  taxes  on  ac- 
count of  military  services,  or  any  proceedings  in  relation  to  the  assessment 
or  collection  of  taxes  laid  prior  to  1849,  but  such  proceeding  shall  be  consum- 
mated under  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  thereto  prior  to  the  passage  of 
this  act. 

§ 4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  November,  one  thou- 
eight  hundred  and  forty-eight. 
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
